SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the magazine Penthouse July 1996 US Edition as: 
Objectionable. 

The classification is objectionable because the magazine promotes and supports the 
use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The magazine contains investigative feature articles, celebrity interviews, photo 
features, advertisements and regular features such as cartoons, jokes, advice 
columns, fantasy stories, readers’ forum, and articles on sexual health. The photo 
features are of naked women and do at times imply or depict sexual activity with other 
women and men. Many of the jokes, cartoons, fantasy stories and other regular 
features are sexually explicit. 

Penthouse July 1996 US Edition is classified as objectionable because it promotes 
and supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct by presenting two 
photo images of a woman urinating while standing over a toilet. These images form 
part of a photo feature which contains sexual themes and depictions of simulated 
sexual activity. The images are presented for the arousal of the reader. 

Section 3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 overrides 
si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). This provision overrides 
si 4 of the NZBR Act because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a 
meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms in the NZBR Act. 
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
